Perhaps you have noticed dark 
clumps of something among the 
branches of mesquite trees and have 
wondered what they could be. At a 
distance they appear to be large ir­ 
regular nests but closer inspection 
reveals that they arc plants, distinct­ 
ly different than the mesquite tree 
in which they seem to be domiciled. 
The intruders appear to be doing 
very well as judged by their luxur­ 
iant growth and the abundance of 
red or white berries. 


There are no roots extending 
into the ground and upon exam­ 
ination the plants are found to 
be 
firmly 
attached 
to 
the 
branches of the mesquite. 
It is 
from the tree that their source 
of existence conies for these 
plants are parasites and gain 
their 
living 
by 
the 
simple 
process of stealing it from the 
circulatory system of the mes­ 
quite, 
However, justice catch­ 
es up with this thief, the mistle­ 
toe, for in its own development 
it finally kills the mesquite tree 
thus committing unintentional 
suicide. 


Mistletoe is a common parasite in 
the Palm Springs district, occurring 
in abundance on the mesquite, less 
so, on the catsclaw, tamarix, Park- 
insonia, creosote bush, and 
other 
trees and shrubs. 
Occasionally 
a 
mesquite tree is found free of it. 
Such a tree, a beautiful specimen, 
grows on the estate of a prominent 
Palm Springs resident. 
The owner 
seeing much mistletoe in other trees 
and seeing none in his, thought 
there should be some. 
Not know­ 
ing exactly how to transfer it he 
tried tying bunches of mistletoe in 
the branches of the tree. He watch­ 
ed the bunches wither and fail to 
grow. 
But next season things began 
to happen in that mesquite tree; 
mistletoe appeared on the branches 
and now is growing in abundance, 
so much so, that it is becoming a 
source of doubt as to the wisdom 
of having established it. 
In trans­ 
ferring the berry laden branches the 
owner had merely brought in thou­ 
sands of mistletoe seeds, some of 
which found favorable germinating 
places on the branches of the mes­ 
quite tree. 


The family name of the mis­ 
tletoe is Loranthaceae which is 
from the Greek and means, 
thong; the genus name of our 
m i s t l e t o e is Phoradendron 
which is from the Greek 
and 
means, tree-thief; the species 
name 
is 
califomiacum, after 
California. Putting these names 
in a rather loose 
combination 
we have some such name as, a 
tree thief from California. The 
fruit of the mistletoe is a red 
berry but in Andreas Canyon 
we find the same species with 
white berries and give to it 
the variety name, leucocarpum, 
which means white fruit. 


After touching upon the high 
lights in the life history of the mis­ 
tletoe and making a short study of 
the meaning of the names employed 
in identifying it. some reader might 
continue by juggling together 
his 
thoughts and the meaning of these 
names and figure out w'hy mistle­ 
toe is hung conspicuously in a door­ 
way for "timorous" ladies to "un­ 
intentionally" sojourn under. 


Rarely does the resident or 
visitor see a Leconte thrasher, 
the shyest of all our desert 
birds. 
Under favorable condi­ 
tions it will respond to a limited 
extent to feeding and being un­ 
molested. A pair lives near our 
house and have finally become 
tame enough to approach the 
immediate vicinity of the house 
in search of food thrown into 
the nearby bushes. 
The Leconte thrasher is a ground 


bird, seldom taking to wing unless 
forced to, but even before flying it 
will run swiftly from bush to bush. 
It is one of the most beautiful sing­ 
ers of the desert land, its song be­ 
ing confused by some w'ith that of 
the mockingbird. 
A short, sharp, 
full, whistle is its usual song, if such 
. it could be called. When one learns 
to recognize that whistle he will be­ 
gin to see the Leconte thrasher. 


I have come to be accepted as 
a part of the landscape by the 
birds about the house. 
They 
pay slight attention to me un­ 
less there is a sudden move. A 
few days ago while sitting by a 
broad, open window, I heard, 
nearby, the sharp call of the Le­ 
conte rhrasher and 
presently

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SOUND AND FURY 


The sound and fury of that ghastly head-on 
crash of two trucks on Golden State highway six 
miles south of Tulare the other day must have 
echoed in the bones of every man who read of it. 
Traffic was blocked for five hours. It was four 
hours before the blazing wreckage cooled suffi­ 
ciently to permit extracting three charred bodies. 
One of the dead left a widow and several children. 
No one could identify the skeletons. The heads 
had been burned off all three. 
Oil and grease and paper products*in the heavily 
laden northbound truck had exploded. This truck 
was thought to have veered to the wrong side of 
the road, crashing into the other. 
It was only coincidence that blazing death was 
not poured on a whole family out for a drive, or 
perhaps on a school bus loaded with children. 
The state has been asked to speed action to re­ 
duce the menace of big vehicles on the highways. 
But it has never been asked so eloquently as this. 


The American Telephone and Telegraph is said 
to be the world’s largest single enterprise. Its 
total assets run over $5,000,000,000. It controls 85 
per cent of the telephones of the country and pays 
its president, Walter S. Gifford, $206,000 a year 
salary. T h a t’s too much money. Country editors 
work harder than telephone company presidents 
and don’t get as much. 


It is interesting to note that out of the 47,078 
injury accidents of 1935 in the state of California, 
bicycles were involved in 1260 of these cases, ac­ 
cording to the statistics of the California Highway 
patrol. There were 41 killed, all males. Lady bi­ 
cyclists appear to be artful dodgers. 


The needy have to be cared for. We cannot 
let people starve. The evil lies in the fact that if 
a thousand men need relief, several thousand poli­ 
ticians have to form into a Government bureau to 
attend to the job and they draw many times the 
amount from this relief fund that the needy do.— 
Delphos Republican.

Weeds cost the state of California sixty mil­ 
lion dollars a year. This estimate is made by Dr. 
W. W. Robbins, head of the botany division of the 
University of California college of agriculture, on 
the Davis campus. The loss in the United States 
is estimated at three billion dollars. Dr. Robbins 
believes that California suffers more loss from 
damage by weeds than most other parts of the na­ 
tion. 
One way, by which a bumper w'eed crop can 
be assured, is to plant a garden. Weeds do very 
nicely in the average garden. 


Cigarette smokers of the United States con­ 
tributed $402,000,000 in taxes to the government 
last year. 
Estimated consumption of cigarettes 
this year is 141,000,000,000, more than six million 
miles “if placed end to end.” That represents a 
lot of money going up in smoke.

This 
year, if the ten per cent of drivers who cause 90 
per cent of the accidents aren’t curbed, the record 
will be worse. 
Do you belong to that 10 per cent? You’ll un­ 
doubtedly say you don’t—it’s a rare driver who 
will admit to carelessness or recklessness or in­ 
competence. And here’s hoping you really don’t. 
But it won’t do you any harm to think over your 
driving practices. 
Do you ever pass on curves or hills? 
If so. 
you have been guilty of an act that lias caused 
thousands of fatalities and millions of injuries. 
Do you ever drive on the wrong side of the 
road, or weave in and out of traffic, impatient to 
save a few minutes to be spent later telling your 
friends what a hot-shot driver you are?

Strawberry Jelly 


4 cups (2 lbs.) berry Juice 
2 tablespoons lemon Juice 
8 cups «312 lbs.) sugar 
1 bottle fruit pectin 
To prepare juice, crush thorough­ 
ly or grind about 3 quarts fully ripe 
berries. 
Place fruit in Jelly cloth 
or 
bag 
and squeeze out juice. 


Squeeze and strain juice from 1 
medium lemon. 
Measure sugar and fruit juices 
Into large saucepan and mix. Bring 
to a boll over hottest fire and at 
once add bottled fruit pectin, stir­ 
ring constantly. 
Then bring to a 
full rolling boil and boil hard 
minute. 
Remove from fire, skim, 
pour quickly. 
Paraftin hot Jelly at 
once.

Strawberry Jam

To prepare fruit, grind about 2 
quarts fully ripe berries or crush 
completely one layer at a time so 
that each berry is reduced to a 
pulp. 
Measure sugar into dry dish and 
set aside until needed. 
Measure 
prepared fruit Into a 5 to 6 quart 
kettle, filling up last cup or fraction 
of cup with water it necessary; 
place over hottest Are. 
Add pow­ 
dered fruit pectin, mix well, and 
continue 
stirring 
until 
mixture 
comes to a hard boll. At once pour 
In sugar, stirring constantly. (To 
reduce foaming, Ú teaspoon butter 
may he added.) 
Continue stirring; 
bring to a full rolling boil, and boll 
hard 1 minute. 
Remove from lire, 
skim, pour quickly. 
Paraffin hot 
jam at once. Makes about 10 glas­ 
ses (6 fluid ounces each).

no one can deny Palm Springs has 
been rem arkably free of burglary or 
petty thievery. 
Because of our police 
radio system , the police station and 
police car can constantly be in com­ 
m unication. and any would-be thieves 
can be apprehended before they get 
very far. 
We know th e people here

property ow ners. 
"H ow ever, we have no objection to 
a detective agency carrying on private 
investigation here. 
We only w ish to 
discourage residents from paying for 
patrol service, other than that given 
w ithout ex tra cost by th e police de­ 
partm ent. 
If the 
property ow ners 
w ish to pay for additional service, let 
them contribute to th e police d ep art­ 
m ent for th e em ploym ent of an addi­ 
tional patrolm an." concluded

Latest News ot 
The Aqueduct 


Moving in on one of the m ost spec­ 
tacular excavation jobs along the 390- 
mile line of the M etropolitan W ater 
D istrict aqueduct, a battery of^huge 
dragline shovels today pushed forward 
with the digging of the approach cut 
to the east portal of the Valverde tun­ 
nel. 
The deepest surface cut 
on 
the 
aqueduct line, the giant trench is be­ 
ing excavaated to a depth of 60 feet. 
In it will be placed a section of 16- 
foot d iam eter concrete conduit th at 
will link th e V alverde bore w ith the 
rem ainder of the aqueduct extending 
to the Colorado river. 
The work is going forward on the 
east slope of the Gavilan hills, south 
of Riverside, which are being pierced 
by the Valverde tunnel, seven miles 
in length. 
Excavation of the tunnel 
itself has been completed, and work 
is now going forw ard on the place­ 
m ent of concrete lining. 
Most of th e earth now being lifted 
out of the big trench will he put back, 
once work crew s have completed the 
pouring of concrete on the conduit 
section. 
All such aqueduct sections 
are buried as protection against dam ­ 
age from d esert cloudbursts. 
M etropolitan W ater district employ­ 
m ent figures show th at m ore than 
S,500 men are now employed on the 
aqueduct project, working on a con­ 
struction front which extends 
from 
the Colorado river to the city lim its 
of Los Angeles.
